Srm,—The conviction of Lynch and Me 
Mahon has produced an excitement in Fenian 
circles such as has not been witnessed in the 
ranks of the Brotherhood since the invasion 
of June last. The conviction and sentence of 
tho former called forth a howl of indignation, 
which was reiterated with doubly increased 
frenzy when followed #o suddenly by that of 
the priest McMahon, The Metropolitan press 
assert that the head quarters of the Roberts 
faction in that city, immediately upon the re- 
celpt of the news, became the scene of unu 
sual bustle and activity, and in fact, the reault 
of the trials monopolized the attention of all 
classes of citizens, The excitement is nov 
confined to the cityofNew York. In Boston, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia; Buffito and other 
of the larger cities, the same intense feeling 
exists, and resolves itself into indignation 
meetings, calling upon the Federal authori- 
ties to demand the immediate and’ uncondi. 
tional! release of’ the felons, and in many 
laces accompanied by threats of vengeance 
{ the sentence of the law is carried out, An 
illustration of this will be found in the fol- 
lowing despatch.

Frauds upon the Lower Canada 
School Fund, 

We have before us papers referring to a 
yery important case, which has been tried 
in the courts, and which is illustrative of 
the manner in which the law is administer- 
ed in the French districts of Lower Gana 

da. The prosecutor in this case was Pilippe 
Napoleon Pacaud, a notary at St. Nor- 
bert of Arthabaska, and the defendant was 
the Rey. Pierre Roy, parish priest of the 
locality. Mr, Pacaud vost the- case in the 
first instance, and gained it afterwards io 
appeal. Frou the memoir he presented to 
the court, the following statement is gath 

ered; 

The priest, not content with an income of 
over $1,000 a year, of which he scarcely 
Spent $200, sought the appointment of Se- 
cretary-Treasurer for the School Commis 

sioners. He obtained it by promising the 
people that he could maintain the schools 
without taxes, and only by yoluntury con- 
tributions, The latter, ot course, produced 
much less than the tax, and for three ye 
amounted to only £48 175, 114d. " The 
priest was legally authorized to draw from 
the Superintendent of Education, as the 
government grant, ao equal amount, instead 
of which he obtained in several instalments,

In most paris.of 
the country grain is the principle object 
with the farmer, and that system of rota- 
| tion is the beat) which produces as much 
grain as possible without depriving him of 
hay and fodder for bis stock. The system 
| which I shall most discuss in this article, is 
| known as the flveyear or five-ficld system, 
| The order adopted jn this sys em is as fol | 
1. Com -2> Outs, 3. Wheat. 4. 
Grass for bay. 5. Pasture, 
| This sya gives corn, wheat and oats 
every five years. Taking this asa standard, 
we will make such changes as circumstances 
| demand. - By this system corn will come on 
od, Sloghum or potatoes, early or late, 
may take the place of coro, if, It is desired 
to raise these articles. Spring wheat, flax, 
barley, peas, or early potatoes, may be rais- 
ed instead of oats. Any crop which will 
come off the ground by the lastof August, 
| may be putin fostead of oats, After oats, 
are off, the groundis thoroughly ploughed 
}und sown with winter wheat or rye, and 
seaded with timothy after harrowing, The 
next spring, in Mutch, clover seed is sown, 
thereby securing u mixture of the two grass 
If the timothy has been sown rather 
thickly, the clover will be crowded out at 
ter the first year, and ‘timothy will take its 
place, and at will yield as much as it 
did before: this fs often an advantage. “If 
the stand of grass ig pretty good, it will be 
sometimes a benefit to lenve it fur more than 
| two years, I have known it to be lefe for 
seven years, though four. or five is as long 
a8 is profitable. Some farmers omit sowing 
timothy, and leave in grass more than two 
yours, After grass the ground is: again 
planted with corn, and the same process 
nyain repeated, 

In the four-year system the ground is left 
in with grass but one year, which necessi- 
tates fencing age of the graas tor pasture. 
In this case it is hardly worth whil to sow 
much timothy. 

In the West, this system may not be the 
best, as the distance from market renders 
the price below # profitable standard, The 
system there must he based upon raising 
stock more than inthe East. As far as I 
cau learn, the majority of farmers bave a 
rotation crop of corn ahd’ wheat, without 
Mapure in InsLy Cages; a most injurious 
crop in the long rup. 

Tn the rotation I have named, the ground 
is manured fur wheat, and sometimes for 
corn, Lime is applied to wheat or corn, as 
is most convenient to the farmer, Corn is 
wenerally manored in the hill with poud 
rette, nelies, plaster, hen mannre, or a mix 
tureof apy or all of them, Plaster may be 
sown on cluver if the season is likely to be 
a <lry one. “Thud Ithave endeavored to ex- 
plain « system agit, is in actual operation 
in the Middle States, dnd whicti is there be- 
lieved to be the best, and will continue in 
Operation for some time to come,

It is very evident that the Fenian lead- 
ers are determined to keep up the organi- 
zation for a while longer at least. Whether 
for the purpose of swindling the rank and 
file out of more money, or whether they 
seriously contemplate an invasion, 
questions not easily decided.

The Chicago Republican states that or- 
ders have been received by all the Fenian

He hoped something would be 
done to compel payment. He informed 
the Council that he bac made application 
tu the Government for its share of the ap- 
prupriation to build the gaol, and yesterday 
the Treasurer had received a Warrant for 
$4,500, being its proportion so far as the 
building had been completed.

Every farmer who is not ambitious to be 
ehind-haid in his work, will be pretty 
ure to see that enough fuel for spring, 
ummer and autuma use is prepared dur- 
lig the last of winter, or the leisure days 
Mf early spring, but the same provident 
roan will, in nine cases out of ten, burn 
freen; wet wood all through the winter, 
He Jets the supply runout, cr thinks that 
Winter being the natural wood-eutting sea- 
son, to him, itia well enough to burn it as 
it comes from the forest. ‘This should not 
he #o, and it need not be so, Let him 
take ay much pains to see that his wood is 
cut and housed for winter as well as aum- 
mer use, and he will thus rob winter of 
some of its cold by haying the wherewith 
to heat up his house at any time, at short 
notice, 
There is alwaya a season in the full, ‘and 
Just before the early rains come on, when 
there is leisure for getting together enough 
wood to last through the coming cold term, 
Everything is dry at this time, and! wood 
of poorer quality, which if wet would’ be 
valueless, can be drawn together and hdus- 
ed, making good fuel. This season is also 
& good time to go through the wood 
growth and pick up the fallen trees, Jimba, 
und decayed trunks, and thus saye much 
which could not be got after the snow falls. 
This latter item is worthy of notice, for 
the time has come to most of us°when 
wood is getting scarce, and we must econo- 
mize, to be sure of having sufficient fuel, 
and nothing must be allowed to lie on the 
ground and decay, which can be put to u 
good use. If it is housed while dry, it 
will remain dry all winter, aud even the 
smallest and comparatively poorest, is good 
kindling. 
So brother farmers, don’t burn green 
wet wood another winter, Fill up your 
woodsheds in the fall, and my word for it, 
you will be repaid by the added conyeni- 
ence and warmth, not to speak of the good 
temper of your cook and housekeeper,

At 4:80 over one half of the sky was ob- 
scured, the mist was £0 thick that it was 
deemed expedient to suspend operations 
for the night. 173 meteors were observed 
and réecorded in the space of 2 hours and 
20 minutes, In the same time yesterday 
morning about 160 were observed. and, 
Yemembering that it was perfectly clear, 
and that this morning not more than half 
the sky was visible, and that it was yery 
misty, it must be admitted that this is a 
great increase on the shower of yesterday 
morning. 

Tt is Kiguly probable that the shower 
will take place on the morning of to-mor 
row. If it does not take place then, and 
the fall shows an increase on that of this 
morning, it would be well to watch on the 
following nights; butif, on the contrary, 
it shows a decrease, itis more than proba- 
ble that there is to be no display equal to 
that of 1833.

IN RUROPE. 


The meteoric shower, it seems, has uot 
universally failed, In England there has 
been a grand display. The Now York 
Herald, of Thursday, publishes the follow- 
ing special news by Atlantic Cable on the 
subject :

November 14—6 a. a. 
The expected meteoric showers were ob- 
served last night, At nine o'clock a few 
meteors fell, at eleven o'clock they had 
increased in number and size, and between 
one and two o'clock this morning the maxi 
mum was reached, They night was olear 
‘and tho stars were out in great numsers, 
The wholw heavens were brilliantly itlumi- 
nated. i 
Tho showers of meteors Were of great 
beauty and brillianoy, and radiated from 
tho constellation Leo, near the star Gamma 
Loonis, Their direction was niostly from 
theenat to tho west, The paths of the 
meteors were from three to four dogrees in 
the north, Near Ursa Major twenty or 
thirty were observed at one timo, and 
crossing the zenith fifty or sixty more of 
unusual aizo nnd duration, the majority 
being larger than stars of the first magoi 
tude, Several exploded from the vicinity 
of Jupiter; one, of iinmenso’ dimensions, 
was colored red, blue green, orange anid 
amber. Nearly all bad traile of fire. OF 
two flaming from Leo at the same time, 
one crommed Beta Geminorom and the other 
Mara. Tiwo moro, one red and the other 
of oriental sapphire color, crossed Alpha 
Orionia,

Iron Manufacture in Johnstov 


A correspondent of the Springfield Fe- 

publican, who is travelling through the min- 
ing and manufacturing regions of Ponnsyl- 
yania, giyes the following description of 
Johnstown—the place, it will be remember- 
ed, where so many persons were injured 
while waiting forthe President on his West- 
ern tour: Tbe town lies close and thick 
ju a narrow valley, holding 15,000 inhabit- 
ants, all deriving their prosperity from the 
operations of a single company, the Cam- 
bria Iron Company, who own everything 
and run everything. Nature has richly 
yifted the location; the hills are iron on 
top, coal beneath ; limestone, clay, th: ma- 
terial for fire brick, and water lime cement, 
all abound as well—everything at hand for 
building purposes ant for carrying on ex- 
tensively the manufacture of iron. The 
iron ore holds about 50 per cent of pure 
fron, and netsin working about 838 per 
cent. It holds enough lime to flux it also, 
The company confines itself to monufactur- 
ing railway iron, turning out 1,200 tons of 
rails a week, or enough to lay twelve miles 
oftrack. Thisis about one-third of all 
the rails made in Pennsylvania. The com- 
pany has acapital of $1,650,000, which is to 
be increased to three millions, employs 3,- 
200 men and boys, paya $1.42 per day for 
its crudest man labor, $1 and $3 to its min- 
ers, and $8 and $4 to its best iron workers. 
In order to give employment to the wives 
and daughters of its laborers, the company 
has just built an immense woolen mill (from 
bricks made on its own grounds, and by a 
machine that turns out 85,000 a day, and 
as good in quality as those manufactured 
by band) a mile or two above the town, 
constructed a railway track up to it, and 
will soon have it in operation. The rails 
made here are sold now for $80 a ton, and 
are going mostly to the Pacific Railroad.

In simple fractures and eapecially in cer 
tain regions they can be treated with good 
chances of success, ‘The haunch bones 
are exceedingly liable to fractures, from 
homes falling on ice, or even from slipping 
and from being deeply covered with mus- 
cles it is often difficult to detect. There is 
sudden: lameness, he drags bis leg and is 
unable to bring it forward, Iu some cases 
he ix almost unable to move, in othera it is 
surprising how he can move along consid 
ering the nature of the injary. We have 
known horses so walk three miles after the 
fracture occurred and yet recovery took 
place, Last winter’ we were called ton 
ensé of fracture ot the hauncl bone, the 
accident occurred ‘at Richmond Hill, and 
the poor aninial had been forced to travel 
asfaras Yorkyille before he gave com- 
pletely up, Another symptom of fracture 
in that region ja the erepetus heard when 
the horse is made to move, 
The treatment of fractures of the haunch 
hones can generally be undertaken with 
success. The lorse should at once be 
placed in slings, and if there is swellings 
of the muscles, fomentations of hot water 
should be diligently applied. The horse 
should be fed on nutritious but not bulky 
food. Tt will be necessary to keep him in 
slings from seven (o ten weeks, when he 
may betaken ont and placed in a roomy, 
loose box, and for sometime he may re- 
quire assistance to rise. ‘The muscles of 
the haunch waste a great deal during the

Onno account should the horse be 
removed entirely trom his slings in less 
than seven/or eight weeks, After recovery 
takes place, for ordinary work, the horse 
is little the worse, with the exception that 
he is always @ little lower in the injured 
hip. The prominence on the haunch, 
known technically as the anterior spinous 
process of the iliums is often fractured 
from the same causes as above alluded to, 
When not displaced, it is not necessary to 
place the horse in slings, afew weeks rest 
will generally suffice, reunion will take 
pla In some cases it “happens that a 
smull piece of bone becomes detached and 
burrows into the muscle, it there acts as a 
source of irritation, ‘setting up-inflamnia- 
tion on the parts, causing swellings and 
soreness, Which will open out and ran mat- 
ter for some time. The tréatment must be 
such as to get rid of the irritant, an incis- 
ion must be made into the muscles and the 
offending agent removed when the parts 
will soon heal up.—Canada Farmer.

It may 
be trae that Mrs. Epps paid less forher land 
than Mr, Bell asks for his, but she did not 
bny from Mr, Bell, as this article would lead 
people to suppose ; and would she sell ata 
less rate now than thatasked by him? This 
is the question to be solved, and not what 
was given for the property. . Besides, Mr. 
Bell's property has a valuable orchard upon 
it, which, though not necessary for a Come 
tery, readers the land more valuable. How- 
ever, I will not criticiso the position now 
taken by that paper too closely, but content 
myself with the reflection that I have done 
something towards preventing an extrava 
gant outiay of money for land, simply be 
cause it belonged to certain parties.

Farm and Garden. 


Wasuixe Horses,—‘ Whenever it is 
necessary to wash a horse's legs,” says 
George Stephen, “do it in the morning. 
Most grooms act on a different principle— 
wash them as soon as the animal comes 10. 
I am satisfled that is & bad practice. When 
the roads are dirty and the weather wet, 
and the legs already soaked, washing can 
do no harm; but to deluge legs with wa- 
ter the moment a horse enters the yard, 
heated with exercise, itis to my mind as 
unnatural and absurd as to jump into a 
shower-bath after playing an hour at crick- 
et. My plan is rubbing down with straw 
andadry brush, and the noxt morning 
wash as clean as soap and water can make 
them, Pick and wash the soles as soon as 
the horse comes in,”

Frowrns.—An experienced florist sends 
us the following receipt for preserving bo- 
quets:— “When you receive a boquet, 
sprinkle it lightly with cold water; then 
put it in a vessel containing soap-suds, 
which nourishes the stems and keeps the 
flowers as good as new, Take the boquet 
out of the suds every morning and lay it 
sideways in fresh water, the stalks entering 
first into the water; keep it there a minute 
or two, then take it out and sprinkle the 
flowers lightly by the hand. with pure 
water. Repluce the flowers in the soap: 

wuds, and they will bloom up-as fresh aa 
when gathered, keeping good for a couple 
of days.”

Fora 
time the gentleman did not locate, as he 
desired to look round, find a place tu suit 
him, and see where he could be happy the 
remainder of bis days, At last he found a 
place that suited him, purchased it, and set- 
tled down to life again. But things did 
not go right. He missed his old farm and 
house, the silent but delightful company 
of his cattle, sheep, and other domestic 
animals, the scenes where Le had passed 
so many happy-years, and the society of 
bis old neighbours, tried und true; he grew 
discontented and well nigh sick. His wife 
and daughters also, were not pleased with 
their new home (it was half a mile from 
town, with a little land, and was what 
many would cell avery desirable place), 
Having remained poe enough in his new 
place (he could not be said to have lived 
at all) to become ‘satisfied he should never 
be contented, he resolved to have the old 
farm back in. He went to the man 
who owned it, paid him jive hundred dol- 
lars more than what he got, took posses- 
sion again of his familiar fields and groves, 
and haying learned a wholesome lesson 
from his transaction, is now at work again 
upon his old farm, a happier, wiser, and 
better contented, if not aricher man. Its 
moral to farmers and others is, that when 
they get discontented and sell out, they

A correspondent of the Germantown Tele- 
graph recommends pouring urine over clo 
ver seed, and sprinkling fine wypsum over 
the seeda a few days before sowing, He 
thinks this the best possible stimulent of 
the germinating energy. 

It is recommended to test grass seeds, 
especially clover, before sowing, by putting 
seeds, previously counted, into a small cup 
filled with good soil. Coverthe seeds x 
half inch deep, and keep the soil moist 
and warm. na few days thé proportion 
of good keeds may be determined. 

A Southern farmer suggests placing two 
barrels near the hog pen, filling, with corn 
in the ear and covering with water, When 
one is emptied by feeding from it, fill 
again and commence feeding from the oth- 
er, This softens the corn, and in the opin 
ion of the one proposing it, makes it more 
easily digested by souring it a little,
